grocers, tha^ further evasion, viola- 
ion or disregard to food admlnistra- 
Ion rulings will result in Immediate 
steps to cut off supplies to all such 
•lolators, or those who are making 
extortionate charges. 
Retailer* can- 


not trade among themselves, and 
then place additional charges on 
food* to the consumer."

Income tax man. If you are' not sore 
about being subject to the tax, bet- 
ter ask him and make sure. 'Whether 
you son the Income tax manor abt> 
you' must make return it subject te 
tax." 


Of course, persons resident in oth- 


er counties may, it they desire, come 
and see the income tax man In this '™" 
county during his stay In Daytona.

T !• certain that very early la the 
Christian era Christmas was cele- 
brated in Britain, mingling In Its 


festivities some of the winter festival 
customs of the ancient Britons and th 
Roman invaders, for traces of those 
celebrations are still seen In some of 
the Christmas customs of modern 


The ancient Goths and Saxons called 


their festival Yale. Throughout the 
middle ages and down to the Reforms 
tion the festival ot Christmas engraft 
ed on the pagan rites of Tale continue 
throughout Christendom to bejinlver- 
sally celebrated with every mark of 
rejoicing. On the adoption of a new 
system of faith by iioet ot the north- 
ern nations of Europe in the slxteenti 
century the Lutheran and Angeltcan 
churches retained the celebration a 
Christmas and other festivals, which 
Calvlnlsts rejected absolutely, denounc- 
ing the observance of all snch days, ex 
cept Sunday, as superstitious and on 
scriptural.

Probably there was .not at that time 


a man in th* country who WM Mat- 
lack's equal M a penman. Later Thom- 
son had two clerks In hi* office, George 
Bond and Thomas Edison, each o 
whom wrote a good engrossing hand 
so did General Washington's secretary 
Richard Varick. Alexander Hamilton 
wrote a finer hand than any of them 
but neither he nor any of the others 
could equal the beauty of Matlack's 
capital letters and the clearness and 
symmetry of his writing as a whole. 


Matlack Copied the Declaration. 
Fortunately, Matlack was still 


clerk In Thomson's office when the 
Declaration of Independence was or- 
dered to be engrossed for final signa- 
ture, and the task of copying It was as- 
signed to him. He copied from the 
broadside, "In Congress, July 4.1776,' 
which Is reproduced In the written 
Declaration in the same form of let- 
tering. 


It Is not easy to Identify the penman- 


ship of a document like the Declara- 
tion, for the writer ha* written very 
plainly and in character* of-twice the 
normal sue. but some individual pe- 
culiarities appear In this as in all 
writing. A few years ago some of the 
officials In the library-ef congress who 
knew that Matlack wa* the beat pen- 
man employed by Thomson made a 
comparison of General Washington'* 
commission, which was known to have 
been written by him, with the Declara- 
tion.

held the pen and formed the letter* on 
the great piece of parchment that the 
members of the Continental congress 
signed! It Is one of the largest official 
papers In existence—one skin ot parch- 
ment nearly three feet long and mote 
than two feet wide. The writing la 
nearly twice the normal size and la un- 
usually handsome and clear. 


The secretary who was ordered to 


promulgate the work was Charles 
Thomson, a man of high character who 
Had been the principal of a school at 
New Castle, Del., and an active patriot 
The first congress chose him as secre- 
tary in 1774, and he held the office nn- 
till the Continental congress passed 
ont of existence in March, 1789. There 
were 15 presidents of the Continental 
congress, but there was only one sec- 
retary. He made the entries In the 
Journal In 1774, and he wrote the last 
entry. 


Died at Age of Ninety-Five. 


During all those 15 years It was only 


on rare occasions that any-other hand 


'. i than his wrote In the journal. When 


the Continental congress passed out of 
existence he retired to prliate life and 
'never held office again; but he did not 
die until 1824, when he was almost 
nlo^ty-five years old.

Poinsettia Popular 


At Christmas Tune 


nROBABLT the molt popular of all 
f Christmas plants Is the polnsettla, 


often called the Christmas rose. 


This Is prised for Its daszUng rosette 
of scarlet leaves which grows high up 
above tbe equally beautiful dark green 
foliage. 


These scarlet leaves, which measure 


from four Inches to a foot across, are 
usually referred to as the flowers, but, 
correctly speaking, they are not flow- 
ers. When these great heads of scarlet 
leaves are folly grown they will.re- 
main |n this condition from ten to 
twelve weeks. Tjie polnsettla is very 
easllr cultivated, ft grows In any 
good sandy soli and delights In a warm 
atmosphere. 


The flowers will be much larger and 


finer U the plant Is given a little stim- 
ulation !n the form of liquid manure 
for a few weeks previous to Its bloom* 
ing. After It has stopped flowering— 
about the middle of February—It should 
be dried off and turned on Its side In 
a warm place until May. The cellar Is 
suitable If there Is a furnace; If not 
select an upstairs closet The plant 
will become Just like a dried stick, 
but will be alive nevertheless. When 
fine spring weather comes put the pot 
outside and water It well. It's surpris- 
ing how quickly It will start to grow, 
but before. It has made much growth 
cut It back to the stump. Next shake 
off about two-thirds of the old soil, re- 
placing Jt with fresh soil composed of 
good garden loam and sand. When cot 
the number of shoots will Increase, and 
each shoot means a head of bloom ' 


Immediately after the blooming sea- 


son Is the proper time to propagate 
poinsettla, which anyone can easily 
do After cutting the plant back to 
the stump and allowing It to rest as 
first described take the canes or 
branches which have first been remov- 
ed and cut them In lengths of about 
six Inches Be careful In making the 


j cuttings to keep the tops all one way 
as they are now only dry stems Fill 
a four or five-Inch flowerpot with loose 
sand and stick the cuttings In this (bot- 
tom down) to the depth of about two 
Inches. After the cuttings are In place 
tap the bottom of the pot on the table 
sharply several times to settle the 
sand Now water thoroughly and place 
In a sunnv window Afterward water 
slightly, just enough to keep the sand 
damp The cuttings will soon begin to 
show signs of growth. When sure 
that they are rooted (which should take 
about six weeks) transplant them Into 
separate pots, using the soil first men- 
tioned 
They will grow In these pots 


during the following summer Always 
keep them In the full sun and there 
will be little difficulty growing them.— 
Philadelphia Ledger

HO wrote the Declarattan 
of Independence) Thomas 
Jefferson, of course, every- 
one knows that But who 


held the pen and formed the letter* on 
the great piece of parchment that the 
members of the Continental congress 
signed! It Is one of the largest official 
papers In existence—one skin ot parch- 
ment nearly three feet long and more 
than two feet wide. The writing Is 
nearly twice the normal size and la un- 
usually handsome and clear. 


The secretary who was ordered to 


promulgate the work was Charles 
Thomson, a man of high character who 
had been the principal of a school at 
New Castle, Del., and an active patriot 
The flttt congress chose him as secre- 
tary In 1774, and he held the office nn- 
till the Continental congress passed 
out of ezlBtence in March, 1789. There 
were 15 presidents of the Continental 
congress, but there was only one see- 


der In chief of the American army. The 
Identification of the penmanship of the 
commission with that of the entry in 
the Journal and of both with an auto- 
graph letter of Matlack's that Is among 
the papers of the Continental congress 
is certain. 


Probably there was not at that time 


a man In the country who was Mat- 
lack's equal as a penman. Later Thom- 
son had two clerks In his office, George 
Bond and Thomas Edison, each of 
whom wrote a good engrossing hand; 
so did General Washington's secretary, 
Richard Varick. Alexander Hamilton 
wrote a finer hand than any of them, 
but neither he nor any of the others 
could equal the beauty of Matlack's 
capital letters and the clearness and 
symmetry of his writing as a whole. 


Matlack Copied the Declaration. 
Fortunately, Matlack was still a 


clerk In Thomson's offlce when the 
Declaration of Independence was or- 
dered to be engrossed for final signa- 
ture, and the task of copying It was as- 
signed to him. He copied from the 
broadside, "In Congress, July 4.1776," 
which Is reproduced In the written 
Declaration in the same form of let- 
tering. 


It Is not easy to Identify the penman- 


ship of a document like the Declara- 
tion, for the writer has written very 
plainly and in characters of-twice the 
normal size, bnt some individual pe- 
culiarities appear in this as In all 
writing. A few years ago some of the 
officials In the library-ef congress who 
knew that Matlack was the best pen- 
man employed by Thomson made a 
comparison of General Washington's 
commission, which was known to have 
been written by him, with the Declara- 
tion.
